In the time between our last update and the beginning of March, we were able 
to take a brief vacation to the Hawaiian island of O'ahu, staying in Waikiki and 
soaking up some sun on the beach while also taking in some sights around the 
island—from the lush green nature of the Waimea Valley...

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While in Waikiki, our hotel was located on Kalakaua Avenue, named after the 
penultimate monarch (and final king) of the Kingdom of Hawaii. Reigning for 
nearly 17 years, David Kalakaua saw his official coronation delayed nearly a 
decade owing to unrest surrounding his election to the throne. During the year 
of his coronation in 1883, the United States —in an increasing degree of focus 
paid to the Pacific archipelago— struck a series of denominations with 























Kalakaua's effigy for circulation. Though not popular within the local economy, 
these issues have always been enthusiastically collected given their tangential 
relationship to regular U.S. coinage. In honor of the centennial of this coinage, 
the private Hawaiian Mint issued a modified version of the 'dala' struck in one 
ounce of silver...which brings us to one of this month's highlights—a trial 
strike of this issue, struck on an exceptionally unusual scrap piece of 
aluminum. If you look at it long enough, you can almost convince yourself that 
it is the shape of the big island of Hawai'i...
